Disaster threatens the Austrian army fro m Stelv io to 
the Adriatic, as it is retreating fro m Italian territo ry . All 
the Italian, armies are no w entered in the great o ffensiv e 
against the Austrians and the allies hav e adv anced rapidly 
o n t he f ro nt between Lake Garda and the Adriatic. 
Lighting activ ities o n the west fro nt remain v irtually 'j 
at a standstill. There is o nly iso lated activ ity at sev er 
po ints. 
Austrian Armies Shattered.

Shattered by the irresistible adv ance o f the Italians, 
British and French acro ss the Piav e, the Austrians are 
fleeing rapidly acro ss the plains east o f Valetia to ward 
the line o f the Iso nzo , fro m which they made their o ffen­ 
siv e a y ear ago . American tro o ps are taking part in the 
Italian o ffensiv e, and are with the Italian Tenth army j 
which has reached Sacile, 15 miles east o f the Piav e. 


Nearly Fo rty Tho usand Priso ners. 
The to tal o f the Austrian priso ners taken in the Ital­ 
ian driv e is appro aching 4 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Apparently the Austrian fo rces alo ng the Piav e are 
in great difficulty in the hills east o f the Iso nzo . They hav e 
been separated fro m the armies in the mo untains west o f 
the Piav e and the allies are already threatening them fro m 
the regio n o f Vitto rio . Alo ng the lo wer Piav e the Italian 
third tfrmy has cro ssed the riv er and is pursuing the re­ 
treating* enemy . In the center the Italians hav e taken 
Oderzo and further no rth they hav e adv anced bey o nd Vit­ 
to rio in the directio n o f Bello no . 


Enemy In Serio us Predicament 
Retreating acro ss the plains fo r o v er 6 5 miles between 
the Piav e and the Iso nzo the Austrians are rushing back­ 
ward as thro ugh a narro w hallway , walled in o n the no rth 
by the mo untains and o n the so uth by the Adriatic. Mean­ 
while the allies hav e driv en in a wedge east o f the Piav e 
with the apparent intentio n o f o utflanking the no rthern 
fo o thills o f tfie Alps and pushing to the no rthwest.

CONVENTION 


Shall we have a constitution­ 
al convention? 
' 
This qu'stoin 
m ust he a n­ 
swered Nov. 5, 1018. 
The 
present 
constitution, 
adopted in IS 70, m et the re­ 
q uirem ents of the people th e n, 
hut now acts as a handicap io 
progress. 
When th e constitu­ 
tion was adopted 
we 
had 
no 
large cities, no g rea t m a nufa c­ 
turing plants, no g rea t a g ric ul­ 
tural 
developm ents, 
no 
g rea t 
public utilities. 
The last legislature voted to 
subm it to the m ale voters w h eth ­ 
er we should or should not have 
a constitutional convention to 
m ak e a constitution, suited to 
the period in which we are liv­ 
ing. 
T h e legislature has th e 
pow er ntjt to call such a conven­ 
tion until after th e war, hut it 
will have to be voted now'. There* 
will he no other opportunity un 
til four years have passed. 
C on­ 
siderable effort was put forth by 
the progressive people of the 
state to have the question sub ­ 
mitted a t this tim e. 
The rest 
rem ains with the voters.

But for tho se who can n ot, there is a good fer­ 


tilizer clo se at han d, obtainable at the ex pen se of a little time, an d a good 


rake— aptumn leav es. 


No o ne is likely to get too mu ch compost or man u re on his garden 


Truck growers use as much a3 six in ches, in a plot twen ty by twen ty feet 


4 00 to 6 00 pounds can be used. 


When the manure or leav es hav e been spread on the plot, it shou ld b 


spaded under deep. A spon gy soil will collect the rain an d store it, an d th 


composit will rot into an ex cellen t seed bed for sprin g plan tin g. 


Care should bo u sed, howev er, that n o weeds or diseased plan ts b 


spaded Into the soil. These shou ld be gathered carefu lly an d bu rn ed. 


Another tip to the home garden er, giv en by the Food Produ ction an t 


Conserv ation Committee o f the State Cou n cil of Defen se, is for each gard 


ener to co llect good seed from his garden , or that of his n eighbor, for u s 


nex t y ear. 
There may be a seed shortage. 
The committee especially rec 


•Commends that all gather beet, carrot, Swiss chard, lettu ce, tomato, radish 


turnip, bean, onion, parsnip an d sweet corn seed.

Press.)— Here on this rugged Breton 
coast there Is an American nav al es 
tablishment which is a sort of com­ 
p osite of the busy activ ity 
of 
the 
Nav y Dep artment at Washington and 
of one of the big nav y y ards on the 
American seaboard. 
Vice Admiral Wilson commanding 
the American nav al forces in French 
waters, has his headquarters here, 
with an ex ecutiv e staff quartered in 
one of the largest buildings of the 
city , fronting the 
Place 
President 
Wilson. 
American bluejackets 
are 
on guard at all entrances, and steady 
files of American nav al officers and 
sailors crowd the corridors on their 
v arious duties. 
The streets are filled with Ameri­ 
can sailors on “liberty p arties,” often 
5,000 and 6,000 in a 
single 
p arty . 
And on the water front there is the 
hustle and activ ity of a huge nav y 
y ard, with scores of American nav al 
craft and transp orts ly ing In the har­ 
bor, and the shore aliv e with a v ast 
nav al installation. 
Besides the rush of the p ort itself, 
this is the nav al administration cen­ 
ter for 300 miles of the French coast, 


is on the same ex tensiv e scale, with 
aerodromes for 
balloons 
and 
air­ 
p lanes, great stacks 
of

mammoth tanks for fuel oil. 
Nav al headquarters is in constant 
wireless touch with the hole range of

sweep of wire

officers at Paris or London.

A feature of Good Ronds day , p ro­ 
claimed for today by Gov ernor Low 
den, is the issuance of a statement 
signed by the gov ernor, with former 
Gov ernors Dunne and Deneen, Senator 
Lewis, 
Congressmnn-at-Large Medal 
McCormick and other p rominent men 
asking v oters to cast their ballots for 
the $60,000,000 boud Issue on Nov em 
bi r 5. 
Gov ernor Lowden’s Good Ronds day 
p roclamation asked all citizens to ac 
quaint themselv es with the merits of 
the good roads question. 
The state­ 
ment Issued today outlines in simp le 
form the reasons why men of all p ar­ 
ties, as well as union labor leaders 
are sup p orting the bond Issue. 
The 
statement is as follows: 
• “One of the most Imp ortant ques­ 
tions ev er submitted to the v oters of 
the state Is the good roads p rop osition 
on the little ballot at the election on 
Nov ember 5. 
Under the p lan adop ted 
by the legislature, the p rop osal is for 
a sy stem of state highway s about 4,800 
miles in ex tent, connecting all counties, 
reaching nearly all Imp ortant cities and 
towns and serv ing all the p eop le of the 
commonwealth. 
“Under ex isting laws such a sy stem 
could be built only after 25 or 30 
y ears of ex traordinary administrativ e 
effort. 
The p resent laws p rov ide for 
the cost of the sy stem under a y ear to 
y ear p lan of construction out of the 
automobile license fees, but they do 
not p rov ide the co-ordinated author­ 
ity to build the roads all at once and 
p ay for them on time. 
The little bal­ 
lot p rop osition corrects this defect and 
allows 
rhe 
issuance of 
$60,000,000 
north of bonds, to be p aid entirely 
out of the automobile license fees. 
0 his sum Is to be used to build the 
state sy stem of roads in a p eriod of 
about fiv e y ears. 
The state adminis­ 
tration is under p ledge that not a bond 
will be sold or a foot of road con­ 
structed until the war Is won and this 
great p ublic Imp rov ement will be av ail­ 
able as a means of absorbing workers 
during the p ost-bellum time when in­ 
dustry is being readjusted to a p eace 
basis. 
“Thus there Is a double incentiv e to 
p ublic sup p ort of the p rop osition—-the 
general good to tho state from a busi­ 
nesslike method of road building and 
the sp ecial assistance to Industry and 
labor after the War.

With workmen drawing this sum, not 
only will a vast working force be with­ 
drawn from comp etitive industry, but 
the distribution of this vast sum among 
the workers will tend to render stable 
all industrial enterp rises.
